they co m mence their depredatio ns. 
It is claimed that ti)>o n the W illo w 
river the sto ck belo nging to lum­ 
bermen is being run o ff and killed 
by the red skins. 
Sheriff Mark­ 
ham came to Brainerd last night 
to co nsult 
with 
Indian 
Agent 
Sheehan who was o n hi* way tln-re 
to endeavo r to quiet the rio ters. 
It is the o pinio n o f the .agent and 
also the public generally that the 
acco unts 
sent 
o ut 
fro m 
that 
lo cality have been greatly o ver­ 
drawn and tha*. there is no danger, 
and an Indian o utbreak is the last 
thing to be tho ught o f, altho ugh 
so me depredatio ns have been co m­ 
m itted. 
W hisky ia the cause o f 
the who le tro uble, and an Indiao 
filled with po o r fire water beco mes 
a red devil in every sense o f the 
wo rd. 
The Indians have 
been 
getting mo re whisky this seaso n 
than hereto fo re and co nsequently 
this tro uble has 
arisen. 
The 
Go vernment sho uld 
keep its red 
skins o n the reservatio n and no t 
allo w them to stro ll all o ver the 
co untry, f« >r whiskey they will have 
and the result is anything 
but 
pleaaant to peo ple who live in the 
sectio n o f co untry that they visit.

ada's) papo o se, a male child tw o 
years o f age, aud then left in pur­ 
suit o f Sankada fo r the purpo se o f 
killing him also . 
* The tro uble 
o riginated last 
Sunday evening 
w hena? m all party o f white men 
visited the Iudiau camp then near 
Aitkin. 
The Indians had been 
drinking 
freely, and 
» ere very 
hilario us. 
Xauwanaha, a 
very 
pretty 
Indian 
maiden, 
became 
greatly enamo red o f o ne o f th« * 
gentlemen visito rs and declared 
her intentio n o f marrying 
him 
then and there. 
Sankada, her 
uncle, favo red the marriage and 
called a senio r 
member 
o f the 
tribe to perfo rm the ceremo ny. 
This greatly enraged Nauwanaha's 
Indian lo ver J o e, who flew 
at 
Sankada with a knife and a gen­ 
eral melee ensued, part o f the In­ 
dians fighting amo ng fhemselTes 
and the o ther po rtio n chasing o ur 
bo ys into to wn with drawn knives. 
It is claimed that Sankada received 
a wo und fro m J o e Anu-V knife and 
that they subsequently quarreled 
mo re o r 
lea* during the week, 
while picking berries near Kimber­ 
ly, and it finally ended in the 
tragedy. 
Serio us intentio ns have 
taken place amo ng the Indians re­ 
garding their affairs and a general 
digging up o f the hatchet ttno o i' 
the Indians in that sectio n is hinto d 
at. 
A itkin, Aug. 2.— The red men 
are o n 
the 
war path. 
Sheriff 
Markham same ho me to -day fro m 
the Miile Lacs reaervatinn. 
He re­ 
po rts them with half mo o ns o n 
their faces ready fo r wnr. 
W hile 
the sheriff and po ss« were go ing 
o ut they were watched by a do ^eu 
Indians with rifles. 


A itk ih , Aug, 3.—The Indians 
are here at A itkin, and have been 
co m m itting 
depredatio ns o f all 
so rts. 
Only half a mile fro m to wn, 
two squaws bro ke into the resi­ 
dence o f Mrs. 
Larso n, drew 
a 
large knife and dro ve Mrs. Larso n 
ana her three 
children to the 
wo o ds. 
Two o f the squaws were 
lo dged in jail. 


W ashingto n Sjiecial Telegram, 
Aug. 4.— Acting Indian Co mmis­ 
sio ner Upshaw to -day received the 
fo llo wing telegram fro m Sheehan, 
the W hite Earth agent:

the whites in the vicinity. 
They 
are shiftless, lazy and dissipate« !. 
There are no t a half a do zen ho uses 
o n the reservatio n, aud the wo men 
and children are but 
half clo thed 
and fed. 
There i« no dispo sitio n 
o n the part o f these Indians to 
help themselves, au*l as they will 
have to 
dc cared fo r by the go v­ 
ernm ent it is 
no t unlikely 
the 
autho rities 
will

He went with the church to MiHsoiiri, when 
he wa s orda ineii one of the Twelve A pos­ 
tles, 
H esuffereti with hi.s c.» -re?iLMoni« Ls 
the miseries th.at a ttended the ex pulsion 
of tho M ormons from th a t sta te in 18 J 8 . 
He 
took a prom ineril jia rt in tho re­ 
orga niza tion of the fugitive sa in ts in 
Illi­ 
nois, a nd in the building of the 'ity of 
N a uvoo. 
There he iK-c.nne editor of the 
official jouriia l of tho church. 
When J oseph a nd H ira m Sm ith were 
confined prisoners in the ( ’arthago jail El­ 
der T a ylor sta yw l with tliem a s a friend 
and visitor. When they were nssHSsiuatcd 
he was presetit, and was himself sh ot in 
four pla ces by the mob. 
When the Mor­ 
m ons wore ox ihsf from N a uvoo. Elder T a y­ 
lor nceom panied ihoni to the Missouri riv­ 
er. He, a s one of the A pr>stles,t ooh a prom ­ 
inent pa rt in tho oiga niza tion and guid­ 
ance of

of ex p a tria tix l 
“ i^a ints,’’ who followed the pioneers und r 
Brigham Young in their jM?rilou.H journey 
aeri*.ss the pla ins and the Kocky m ount- 
Hins. 
He wa s a lso amoiii! tljo m ost ener­ 
getic in the form a tion of Hie Mormon b a t­ 
ta lion of ,K>0 men who etdisted to serve 
RS volunteers in the war with Mex ico. 
He 
went tm severa l preaching m issions to 
foreign lands, chief a m ong wlii< li was one 
of the ea rliest to (irwat Britain; those to 
Fra nce and tJ crinauy. 
When Brigham Young died, in 1.S7 7 , 
Eider Taylt» r sto(Mt, by seniority, a t tho 
head of the ctmncil of a postles, and con­ 
sequently wa s do fa cto head of the church. 
Tliree yea rs la it r T a ylor was electeil presi­ 
dent, with George q>. Caunon a nd J o8 C|ih 
F. .'-iiiith a s his t ouriselors. 
After the pa ssa ge of the Etlmunds law <d 
I SN2, he pretended to oile up his wives, 
but (^insta ntly prca tlnd tha t no Mormon 
eoultl do this and nobtx iy believetl he had 
done it.

'Fhe mod els re­ 
ceived in New York are n ot kn own to 
be accu rate copies of the l-^ibel gun , 
an d experimen ts with them are impos­ 
sible, owin g to the fact th a t the pow­ 
d er used is a secret compou n d of which 
the Fren ch govern men t has the m on op­ 
oly . 
Accord in g to all accou n ts the Lebel 
gn n will carry its bullet n early a mile 
an d a half, an d with a more certain 
aim than has been possible with ord i­ 
n ary rifles. The bore of the gun is very 
small, an d the ballwhichisofsteel an d 
sharply poin ted at on e en d , it said to 
revolve a t a speed of a thou san d revo­ 
lution s a secon d . 
In the tests mad e 
by the Fren ch govern men t this bullet 
has pen etrated a brick wall eight in ches 
thick a t a d istan ce of 500 y ard s; it 
will go throu gh an y kin d of arm or 
which can be worn by sold iers, an d a t 
a d istan ce of more th a n a mile will 
pass through a man as easily ^ a t IO 
paces. The gun has n o recoil un d er 
fire, an d the powd er gives ou t n o 
smoke whatever.

and an Indian outbreak is the last 
thing to be thought of, although 
some depredation! have been com­ 
m itted. 
W hisky is the cause of 
the whole trouble, and an Indian 
filled with poor fire water becomes 
a red devil in every sense of the 
word. 
The Indians have

getting more whisky this season 
than heretofore arni consequently 
this trouble has arisen.

G overnm ent should 
keep its red 
skins on the reservation and not 
allow them to stroll all over the

This morning 
Miscall - 
gano, 
*h o is a cousin to 
the 
murdered Indian, went to Sank- 
ada’s wigwam and shot his (Sank- 
ada's) papoose, a male child tw o 
years of age, and then left in p u r­ 
suit of Sankada for the purpose of 
killing him also. 
* The trouble 
originated last 
Sunday evening 
when a small party of white men 
visited the Indian camp then near 
Aitkin. 
The Indians had been 
drinking 
freely, and 
were very 
hilarious. 
N auw anaha, a 
very 
pretty 
Indian 
maiden, 
became 
greatly enamored of one of the 
gentlemen visitors and declared 
her intention of m arrying 
him 
then and 
there. 
Sanicaaa, her 
uncle, favored the marriage and 
called a senior 
member 
of the 
tribe to perform the ceremony. 
This greatly enraged Nauwanalia s 
Indian lover Joe, who flew 
at 
Sankada with a knife and a gen­ 
eral melee ensued, part of the I n ­ 
dians fighting among themselves 
and the other portion chasing our 
boys into town with drawn knives. 
It is claimed that Sankada received 
a wound from Joe Amos’ knife and 
that they subsequently quarreled

tions and a times serious delays. 
The jams have prevented getting 
oat the logs and tim bers for the 
saperstructure, and thus suspended 
all work for days at a time. 
H ow ­ 
ever, now that the bulk of the 
drives have passed, a large force of 
men is employed in pushing the 
work. awd 
it 
is 
th o u g h t the 
original un.naut to be completed 
this year will be finished as con­ 
templated. 
W hile the dam is a 
big thing for the city, th a t which 
most 
interests 
the 
speculative 
Br linerdite i* the building of the 
St. Paul, Brainerd Ai Northwestern 
railroad from Mtiaca to this place, 
aud speculations i re rife as to the 
time when it will be finished, 
ft 
is an open secret th at the proposed 
road is a branch of the Manitoba 
system, and th at it will be built 
with Manitoba money and con­ 
trolled by Manitoba officials. This, 
then, is the cause of the expect­ 
ancy. 
lf the road is completed 
and trains running into Brainerd 
before snow flies, 
the value of 
property 
will increase and 
real 
estate transfers will be numerous 
aud money plenty. 
Another argu­ 
ment in favor of another line of 
road is an expected reduction in 
freight rates. 
A year ago the 
merchants of Brainerd were paying 
80 cents }>er hundred tor freight 
between St. Paul and this city, 
but since the interstate law went 
into operation the tariff has been 
reduced to 49 cent*—and still they 
are not happy, 
W ith the advent 
of the M anitoba it 
is expected 
th a t a 35-ceiit rate can be obtained, 
and then som ething near thecoun- 
t-v m erchants m illennium will be 
attained. 
But of course this is 
merely speculative in their minds, 
awd it would not be surprising if a 
material advance was made when 
the N orthern 
Pacifie is brought 
into competition with Jim H ill’s 
-tub branch. 
The line is contem- 
j lated to extend from here 
to 
Urookstion, and for several weeks 
past a corps of surveyors has been 
employed in locating the line and 
m aking the levels. 
The profile is 
not yet ready for inspection, bat 
ro a r correspondent is reliably in ­ 
formed th a t a very feasible route 
has been secured, which is rem ark ­ 
ably free from heavy grades and 
long fillings. 
The line as sur­ 
veyed runs northwest from B rain­ 
erd to Gull lake, 
thence almost 
northerly to the southw est corner 
of Leech lake. 
From Leech lake 
to Crookston an undeveloped coun­ 
try for most of the way is passed 
through, the 
Mississippi 
being 
crossed at a point about five miles 
north of Lake Itasca. 
A portion

NEWS IN BRIEF. 


Di'ath of John Taylor, Chief of tho Mormon*. 
John Taylor, President of the Mormon 
Church, died on the 25t h. 
He was from 
England, and joined the Mormons in Ohio. 
Here he became conspicuous for his zeal 
and courage in defending the tenets of 
“M ormonism,” and his strong personal 
friendship tor the prophet, Joseph Smith. 
He went with the church to M issouri, when 
he was ordained one of the Twelve Apos­ 
tles. 
He suffered with his coreligionists 
the miseries that attended the expulsion 
of the Mormons from that state in 1838. 
He 
took a prominent part in the re­ 
organization of the fugitive saints in 
Illi­ 
nois, and in the building of t he -ity of 
Nauvoo. 
There lie became editor of the 
official journal of the church. 
When Joseph and Hiram Smith were 
confined prisoners in the Carthage jail El­ 
der T aylor stayed with them as a friend 
and visitor. W hen they w ere assassinated 
he was present, and was himself shot in 
four places by the mob. 
When the Mor­ 
mons were exiled from Nauvoo, KlderTay- 
lor accompanied thorn to the Missouri riv­ 
er. He, as one of the Apostles,to<»k a prom­ 
inent part ia tho organization and guid­ 
ance of 
the companies of expatriated 
“Haints, ” who followed the pioneers und r 
Brigham Young in their perilous journey 
across the plains and the Kocky mount­ 
ains. 
He was also among the m ost ener­ 
getic in the formation of the Mormon b at­ 
talion of 500 men who enlisted to serve 
as volunteers in the war with Mexico. 
He 
went on several preaching missions to 
foreign lands, chief among which was one 
of the earliest-to Great Britain; those to 
France and tier in any. 
When Brigham Young died, in 1877, 
Elder Taylor stood, by seniority, a t the 
head of the council of apostles, and con­ 
sequently was do facto head of the church. 
Three years later Taylor was elected presi­ 
dent, with George Q. Cannon and Joseph 
F. Smith as his counselors. 
After the passage of the Edmunds law <>I 
1882, he pretended to give up his wives, 
but constantly preached that no Mormon 
could do this and nobody believed he had 
done it. 
He was Indicted early in 
1 885. 
Ho last appeared in public duly 1, 1885. 
Hince then he has been in hiding from the 
officers of the law. 
George Q. Cannon publishes a long, vio­ 
lent announcement of his death in the 
Deseret News, charging his death to the 
cruelty of officers of the law in not permit­ 
ting T aylor to come out and have his us­ 
ual exercise, 
Cannon says: “Taylor occu­ 
pier! 
the place 
of a 
double 
martyr, 
that he has been killed by the cruelty of 
oificials who havo in this territory m is­ 
represented the government of the Uniter! 
States again. 
His blood stains the clothes 
of those men who, with insenate hate, of­ 
fered towards for ins arrest, and 
have 
hounded him to the grave. 
H istory wiil 
yet call their deeds by their right names, 
but one greater than the combined voices 
of all historians will yet pronounce their 
dreadful sentence.”

This was nothing less than the de- 
i scent upon and the capture of Pana­ 
ma, which was. next to Cartagena, 
, perhaps, the m ost powerful and the 
j m ost strongly fortified city in the 
West Indies. 
Down they poured upon Panam a, 
1 and out came the Spaniards to meet 
them; four hundred horse, two thous­ 
and five hundred foot, and two thous­ 
and wild bulls which had been herd­ 
ed together to be driven over the buc­ 
caneers so th at their ranks might be 
disordered and broken. The bucca­ 
neers were only eight hundred strong; 
the others had either fallen in battle 
or had dropped along the dreary path­ 
way through the wilderness; but in 
the space of two hours the Spaniards 
were flying madly over the plain, min­ 
us six hundred who lay dead or dying 
behind them. 
As for the bulls, as many of them as 
were shot served as food there and 
then for the half-famished pirates, for 
the buccaneers were never more at 
| home than in the slaughter of cattle. 
Then they marched toward the city. 
Three hours more fighting and they 
were in the streets, howling, yelling, 
plundering,gorging,dram-drinking, .and 
giving full vent to all the vile and 
nameless lusts that burned in their 
hearts like a hell of fire. 
And now 
followed the usual sequence of events 
—rapine, cruelty, and extortion; on­ 
ly this tim e there was no town to 
ransom, for Morgan had given orders 
that it should be destroyed. 
The 
torch was set to it, and Panam a, one 
of the greatest cities in the New World, 
was swept from the face of the earth. 
Why the deed was don -, no man but 
Morgan could tell. 
Perhaps it was 
that- all the secret hiding-places for 
treasure might be brought to light; 
but whatever the reason was, it lay 
hidden in the breast of the great bue- 
caneerhimself. For three weeks Morgan 
and liis men abided in this dreadful 
place; then they marched away with 
one hundred and seventy-five beasts 
of burden loaded with treasures of 
gold and silver and jewels, besides 
great quantities of merchandise, and 
six hundred prisoners held for ran­ 
som. 
Whatever became of all th at vast 
wealth, and what it am ounted to, no 
man but Morgan ever knew, for when 
a division was made it was found that 
there was only two hundred pieces of 
eight to each man. 
When this dividend was declared, a 
howl of execration went up, 
under 
which even Captain Henry Morgan 
quailed. 
At night he and four other 
commanders slipped their cables and 
ran out to sea, and it was said that 
these divided the greater part o: the 
booty am ongst themselves. 
But the 
wealth 
plundered 
at 
Panam a 
could 
hardly 
have 
fallen 
short 
of 
a 
million 
and 
a 
half 
dol­ 
lars. Computing it at this reason­ 
able figure, the various prizes won by 
Henry Morgan in the West Indies 
would stand as follows: 
Panam a, 
$1,500,000; Porto Bello, $800,000; 
Puerto del Principe, $700,000; Mara­ 
caybo and Gibraltar, $100,000; vari­ 
ous piracies, 
$250,000—making 
a 
grand total of $3,650,000 as the vast 
harvest of plunder. 
W ith this fabu­ 


lous wealth, wrenched from the Span­ 
iards by means of the rack and the 
cord, and pilfered from his com pan­ 
ions by the meanest of theiving, Cap­ 
tain Henry Morgan retired from busi­ 
ness, honored of all, rendered famous 
by his deeds, knighted by the good 
King Charles II., and finally appoint­ 
ed Governor of the rich island of 
Jamaica. 
Other buccaneers followed 
him. 
Campeche was taken and sacked, and 
even Cartagena itself fell; but with 
Henry Morgan culminated the glory 
of the buccaneers, and from th at time 
they declined in power and wealth 
and wickedness until they were finally 
swept away.

The London Standard has an interest­ 
ing article upon the difference In cus­ 
tom s and moral* which Victoria’s 
reign of 50 years has seen. 
Alter re­ 
ferring to the high stocks, snuff-boxes J 
and top-boots which were just going j 
out when her majesty came in, the j 
Standard thus describe* English drink- j 
ing habits of that period: 
fifty years ago alm ost everybody ! 
drank, and the majority of people got | 
drunk. To get tipsy at table was so j 
general that it was not regarded as 
disreputable, and very frequently the 
gentlemen were so far gone that they , 
prudently dec lined to join the ladi*-*. 
In tiie “ Pickwick Papers,” which de­ 
scribe a period not far from that dur­ 
ing which the queen ascended 
the 
throne, not only the elder W eller and 
Mr. Stigg« us got tipsy, but Mr. Pick-J 
wick, a distinguished virtuoso, and j 
Squire Wardle a country gentleman 
and justice of the jieace, did so with­ 
out any one thinking there conduct in 
the slightest degree offensive. 
People 
sat down to heavy dinners at 3 o ’clock 
in the afternoon and when 5 was fixed 
as the fashionable hour, good conserv­ 
atives declined to budge. 
As for 7:30, 
8 and 8:30, it required a long struggle 
to bring about this change, and a still 
more severe fight before huge supper* 
and much punch ceased to be strict 
social observances. 
In one famous 
university there was a “nine -tumbler 
club,” into which no man was eligible 
for admission until be drunk 
nine 
classes of hot whisky and water, and ! 
could then say 
“Biblical criticism ” j 
with a reasonably clear articulation, j 
Even Lord Campbell, though opposed j 
to "the habitual soaking of port wine j 
or whisky punch,” expresses himself 
in his autobiography favorably to ­ 
ward “an occasional booze,” as hav­ 
ing “a tendency to excite the faculties, 
to warm the affect ions, to im provethe 
manners and to form the character of 
youth. T oasts were still drunk at 
table; men “took wine with theladies” 
and “challenged” each other inam an- 
ner highly conducive to excess and 
the gout. 
Dinners a la Russewere un­ 
known; heavy joints were the rule,and 
the art of carving an indispensable 
accomplishment; light entrees were 
called “kickshaws” and were scorned 
as French,and therefore contem ptible. 
Dueling had gone quite out in 1837, 
and swearing was still the “orna­ 
ment” of many a gentleman’s conver­ 
sation.” Education was far lower then, 
and morals were not, as a rule, so high. 
The universities were closed to all 
save men of one faith, and practically 
of much the same social standing; 
while gambling-hells 
were 
alm ost 
openly patronized. 
The improvement over this picture 
has been due to the enlightenment of 
the masses and the elevation of tiie 
tastes of all classes.

The Lebel rifle, the new arm with 
which the French infantry will be sup­ 
plied before next spring,is according to 
all accounts, a wonder, and several 
models of the gun which have been re­ 
ceived here have excited great interest. 
The new rifle is known by the name of 
its inventor, l^ebel, and is smaller and 
lighter than the rifles now in use; the 
French soldiers call it “the littlegun.” 
The m ost authentic descriptions given 
to the gun agree m attributing to it a 
carrying power beyond that of any 
rifle heretofore in use. The models re­ 
ceived in New York are not known to 
be accurate copies of the Lebel gun, 
and experiments with them are impos­ 
sible, owing to the fact that the pow­ 
der used is a secret compound of which 
the French government has the m onop­ 
oly. 
According to ail accounts the Lebel 
gnn will carry its bullet nearly a mile 
and a half, and with a more certain 
aim than has been possible with ordi­ 
nary rifles. The bore of the gun is very 
small, and the ball which is of steel and 
sharply pointed at one end, it said to 
revolve at a speed of a thousand revo­ 
lutions a second. 
In the tests made 
by the French government this bullet 
has penetrated a brick wall eight inches 
thick at a distance of 500 yards; it 
will go through any kind of armor 
which can be worn by soldiers, and at 
a distance of more than a mile will 
pass through a man as easily as at 10 
paces. The gun has no recoil under 
fire, and the powder gives out no 
smoke whatever. 
It has been said 
that the powder used must be a type 
of the smokeless hunting powder al­ 
ready in the market,but this is denied 
by the inventor, who says that he 
uses an entirely new compound. The 
Lebel gun is, of course, a repeater,and 
the cartridges are so small th at each 
soldier carries 220 rounds of ammu­ 
nition, as against 116 rounds, former­ 
ly considered the maximum.

for hog cholera, would be about as 
safe a branch of farming as anyone 
could 
undertake.

m ost small 
farms, pork ia a by-product, made 
from what would otherwise be wasted, 
and therefore to this extent profit­ 
able.

T h e H ritish M useum . 
I mad* but two brief visits to the 
British Museum, an 1 I can easily in­ 
struct my reader so that he will have 
no difficulty, if he will follow my 
teaching, in learning how not to see it. 
When he has a spare hour at his dis- 
pos.il let him drop in at the museum 
and wander among its books and its 
various collections. 
He will know as 
much about, it as the fly that buzzes 
in at one window and out at another. 
If I were asked whether I brought 
away anything from my two visits, I 
should say, certainly I did. The fly 
sees som ethings, not very intelligently, 
but lie cannot help seeing them. The 
great round reading room, with its 
silent students, impreseed me very 
much. 
J looked at once for the Elgin 
marbles, but casts and photographs 
and engravings had made me familiar 
with their chief features. 
I thought I 
knew something of the sculptures 
brought from Nineveh, but I was as­ 
tonished, alm ost awe struck, at the 
sight of those mighty images which 
mingled with the visions of the He­ 
brew prophets, 
j did not marvel 
more at the skill and labor expended 
upon them by the Assyrian artists 
than I did at the enterprise and au­ 
dacity which had brought them safeiy 
from the mounds under which they 
weie buried to#the light of day and 
the heart of a gieat modern city. 
I 
never thought I should live to see tho 
Birs Nimroud laid open, and the tab­ 
lets in which the history of Nebuchad­ 
nezzar was recorded spread before me. 
The 
Empire ot the Spade in the 
world of history was founded at Ni­ 
neveh by Layard, a great province 
added to it by Schliemann, and its 
boundaries extended by numerous ex­ 
plorers, some of whom are diligently 
at work at the present day. 
j feel 
very grateful th at many of its revela­ 
tions have been made since I have 
been a tenant of the travelling resi­ 
dence which hold so many secrets in 
its recesses. 
There is one lesson to be got from a 
visit of an hour or two to the British 
Museum—namely, 
the 
fathomless 
abyss of our own ignorance. 
One is 
alm ost ashamed of his little heart­ 
beats in the rushing and roaring tor­ 
rent of Niagara. 
Ho if he has publish­ 
ed a book or two,collected a few fossils, 
or coins, or vases, he is crushed by 
the vastness of the treasures in the 
library and the collections of this uni­ 
verse of knowledge. 
I have shown how not to see the 
British Museum; I will tell how to see 
it. 
Take lodgings next door to it—in a 
garret, if you cannot afford anything 
better,—and pass all your days at the 
museum during the whole period of 
your natural file. 
At threescore and 
ten you will have some faint conceje 
tion of the contents, significance and 
value of this great British institution, 
which is as nearly as any one spot the 
naul vital of human civilization, a 
stab at which by the dagger of an­ 
archy would fitly begin the reign of 
cliaos.—August Atlantic.

Death of John Taylor, Chief of the Mormon*. 


John T aylor, President of th© Mormon 
I iiurch, died on the got Ii. 
He wa© from 
England, mid joined the M ormons in Ohio. 
Here he became conspicuous for his real 
aud courage in defending the tenets of 
“M orm onism ,” aud his strong jiersonal 
friendship tor the prophet. Joseph Sm ith. 
He went with tile church to Missouri, when 
he was ordained one of the Twelve A pos­ 
tles. 
He suffered w ith his c<*-reIiL’ion ists 
the miseries th a t attended the expulsion 
of the M orm ons from th at sta te in 1838. 
He 
took a prom inent part in the re­ 
organization of the fugitive sain ts in 
Illi­ 
nois, and in the building of t he -ity of 
N auvoo. 
There he became editor of the 
olfi<Jal journal of the church. 
When Joseph and Hiram Sm ith were 
confined prisoners in the Carthage jail Ki­ 
ller T aylor stayed with them as a friend 
and visitor. When they were nssHSsiuatcd 
he was present, and was himself sh ot hi 
four places by the mob. 
When the Mor­ 
m ons were exiled from Nauvoo, Elder T ay­ 
lor accom panied thorn to the M issouri riv­ 
er. He, as one of the Apostles, took a prom ­ 
inent part in the organization and guid­ 
ance of 
the com panies of expatriated 
“F aints," who followed th© pioneers mid t 
Brigham Young in their perilous journey 
across the plains and the Rocky m ount­ 
ains. 
lie w as a lso am ong the m ost ener­ 
getic in the form ation of the Mormon b a t­ 
talion of 5 00 men who enlisted to serve 
as volunteers in the war w itl» Mexico, 
lie 
went on several preaching m issions to 
foreign lands, chief am ong which was one 
of the earliest to G reat Britain; those to 
France and Germ any. 
When Brigham Young died, in I.N77, 
Elder T aylor stood , by seniority, a t the 
head of the council of apostil's, and con­ 
sequently- w as de facto head of the church. 
Three years later T aylor was elected presi­ 
dent, with George (J. Cannon and Joseph 
I-'. Sm ith sis his counselors. 
After the passage of the Edmunds law of 
1882, he pretended to give up his wives, 
but constan tly preached that no Mormon 
could do this aud nobody believed he had 
done it. 
He was indicted early in 
1885. 
He last appeared in public July I, 1885. 
Since then he has been in hiding from the 
officers of the law. 
George Q. Cannon publishes a long, vio­ 
lent announcem ent of his death in the 
Deseret News, charging his death to the 
cruelty of officers of the law in n ot perm it­ 
ting T aylor to com e o u t and have his us­ 
ual exercise, 
Cannon says: “T aylor occu­ 
pied 
tin 
place 
of a 
double 
m artyr, 
that he has been killed by the cruelty of 
j officials who have in this territory mis- 
j represented the governm ent of the United 
I S tates again. 
H is blood stain s the clothes 
Of! I of those men who. with biseriate hate, ot- 
I feted inwards for Ins arrest, and 
have 
I hounded him to the grave. 
H istory will 
' yet call their deeds by their right nam es, 
j but one greater than th e combined voices 
of all historians w ill yet. pronounce their 
i dreadful sentence.'’

F r a n c e ’s W o n d erfu l N ew R ifles. 


Evening P ost. 
The Lebel rifle, the new arm with 
which the French infantry will be sup­ 
plied before next spring,is according to 
all accounts, a wonder, and several 
models of the gun which have been re­ 
ceived here have excited great interest. 
The new rifle is known by the name of 
its inventor, Lebel, and is smaller and 
lighter than the rifles now in use; the 
French soldiers call it “the littlegun.” 
Tile most authentic descriptions given 
to the gun agree in attributing to it a 
carrying power beyond that of any 
rifle heretofore in use. The models re­ 
ceived in New Y ork are not known to 
be accurate collies of the Lebel gun, 
and exp erim ents with them are impos­ 
sible, owing to the fact that the pow­ 
der used is a secret compound of winch 
the French government has the monop­ 
oly. 
According to all accounts the Lebel 
gnu will carry its bullet nearly a mile 
and a half, and with a more certain 
aim than has been possible with ordi­ 
nary rifles. The bore of the gun is very 
small, and the Vial I which is of steel ami 
sharply pointed at one end, it said to 
revolve at a speed of a thousand revo­ 
lutions a second. 
In the tests made 
by the French government this bullet 
has penetrate*! a brick wall eight inches 
thick at a distance of 500 yards; it 
will go through any kind of armor 
which can be worn by soldiers, and at 
a distance of more than a mile will 
pass through a man as easily as at IO 
paces. The gun has no recoil under 
fire, and the powder gives out no 
smoke whatever. 
It has been said 
that the powder used must be a type 
of the smokeless hunting powder al­ 
ready in the market,but this is denied 
by the inventor, who says that he 
uses an entirely new compound. The 
Lebel gun is, of course, a repeater,and 
tile cartridges are so small that each 
soldier carries 220 rounds of ammu­ 
nition, as against 116 rounds, former­ 
ly considered the maximum.

long, until it gets very sour; keeping 
the cream loo long; churning too 
slowly, or in an unclean churn; not 
taking nil the buttermilk out of the 
butter; keeping the butter in a warm, 
badly aired or moldy place; these all 
cause the butter to become strong, 
which is the effect of decomposition 
in it. The food or water of the cow 
will also cause this trouble.

former needs richer soil and is more 
difficult t o start, and is harder and 
more woody, and makes poorer hay 
than clover.

T he lirltisb M useum . 
I-made but two brief visits to the 
British Museum, and I can easily in­ 
struct my reader so that he will have 
no difficulty, if he will follow my 
teaching, in learning how not to see it. 
When he has a spare hour at his dis­ 
posal let him drop in at the museum 
and wander among its books and its 
various collections. 
He will know as 
much about it as the fly that buzzes 
in at one window and out at another. 
If I were asked whether I brought 
away anything from my two visits, I 
should say, certainly I did. The fly 
sees somethings, not very intelligently, 
but he cannot help seeing them. The 
great round reading room, with its 
silent students, impreseed me very 
much. 
J looked at once for the Elgin 
marbles, but casts and photographs 
and engravings had made me familiar 
with their chief features. 
I thought I 
knew something of the sculptures 
brought from Nineveh, but I was as­ 
tonished, almost awe struck, at the 
sight of those mighty images which 
mingled with the visions of the He­ 
brew prophets, j did not marvel 
more at the skill and labor expended 
upon them by the Assyrian artists 
than I did at the enterprise and au­ 
dacity which had brought them safely 
from the mounds under which they 
weie buried to#the light of day and 
the heart of a great modern city. 
I 
never thought I should live to see tho 
Birs Nimroud laid open, and the tab­ 
lets in which the history of Nebuchad­ 
nezzar was recorded spread before me. 
The 
Empire of the Spade in the 
world of history was founded at Ni­ 
neveh by Layard, a great province 
added to it by Schliemann, and its 
boundaries extended by numerousex- 
plorers, some of whom are diligently 
at work at the present day. 
j feel 
very grateful that many of its revela­ 
tions have been made since I have 
been a tenant of the travelling resi­ 
dence which hold so many secrets in 
its recesses. 
There is one lesson to be got from a 
visit of an hour or two to the British 
Museum—namely, 
the 
fathomless 
abyss of our own ignorance. 
One is 
alm ost ashamed of his little heart­ 
beats in the rushing and roaring tor­ 
rent of Niagara. So if he has publish­ 
ed a book or two,collected a few fossils, 
or coins, or vases, he is crushed by 
the vastness of the treasures in the 
library and the collections of this uni­ 
verse of knowledge. 
I have shown how not to see the 
British Museum; I will tell how to see 
it. 
Take lodgings next door to it—in a 
garret, if you cannot afford anything 
better,—and pass all your days at the 
museum during the whole period of 
your natural lite. 
At threescore and 
ten you will have some faint conceji- 
tion of the contents, significance and 
value of this great British institution, 
which is as nearly as any one spot the 
nan! vital of human civilization, a 
stab at which by the dagger of an­ 
archy would fitly begin the rei^a of 
chaos.—August Atlantic.

Petroleum E n gin ei. 
Petroleum engines, on a greatly iro 
proved plan, are now being construct- 
*d on an extensive scale in London, 
the nominal power of the machine be­ 
ing two horse, working up to three. 
In general appearance, according to 
the description, this engine does not 
differ greatly from som e horizontal 
types of gas engines, except that it 
carries a small reservoir above it for 
the oil. Tliis reservoir contains, for 
the size of engine named, two gallons 
and a halt of refined petroleum, being 
a five or six hours’ supply, the petro­ 
leum being conducted by a pipe to a 
pump, by which 
small 
measured 
quantities are injected into the cyl­ 
inder—that is, the oil is supplied at 
the rate of about four drops per revo­ 
lution of the engine, which runs at 
120 revolutions per minute, and at 
a given point it is ignited by means 
of a small spirit lamp. On its out- 
stroke the piston draws inacharge of 
air and jpetroleum, and on the return 
stroke it compresses this 
mixture, 
which is exploded as the crank passes 
the back center; the combustion and 
expansion of the charge.take place at 
the third stroke, the products of com­ 
bustion being driven out at the fourth 
stroke. There is thus oneactingstroke 
in every four, m otion being continued 
during the other three by means of a 
fly wheel. 
Vaporization of the petro­ 
leum previous to use does not take 
place, the engine using it in its fluid 
condition.

A ll A b ou t Toraad oes. 
Two opposite a n l contradictory 
theories exist respecting the violent 
com m otions in the atmosphere which 
are known to us by tbe name of tor­ 
nadoes. 
One of these theories—which 
correspond is to the popular belief 
that waterspouts pump up 
water 
from the sea—attributes their cause 
to vast currents oi heated air rushing 
upwAiff from the ground toward the 
clouds. The other theory assigns the 
cause of tornadoes to aerial whirlpool* 
arid eddies, which, originating m the 
upper rni.ons of tne atmosphere, 
stretch downward till th*-y reach tl q 
-oil. 
The first theory was supported 
by Franklin; the •'econd is the one 
which M. Faye m aintains and which, 
we may say, he has fully 
proved. 
i irnt let us take the doctrine of “as­ 
piration” by tornadoes, or of th**:r 
sucking or drawing upward things 
lying on thearound. This theory sup- 
poses a lower stratum of warm, 
m oist air to be rising in the atmos- 
phere. 
W hile so mounting it expands, 
cools and abandons a part of its 
moisture, which takes the form of a 
cloud. 
It then again becomes warmer, 
in cons- • ui* n*. e of tbe neat disengaged 
by tiie condensation of its 
vapor. 
Being therefore lighter than the sur­ 
rounding medium it will continue to j 
mount. 
On reaching a higher region j 
where the air is rarer it wiil acain j 
dilate and afterward cool, thereby 
giving up another portion of its mois-1 
tur*-. and so on, until the process is 
repeated as tar as the lim its of the 
phere.

P e tr o le u m E n g in e s . 


Petroleum engines, on a greatly im 
proved plan, are now being construct- i 
til on an extensive scale in London, ; 
the nom inal power of the machine be­ 
ing taco horse, working up to 
three, j 
In general appearance, according to I 
the description, this engine does not 1 
differ greatly from som e horizontal I 
types of gas engines, except th at 
it ; 
carries a sm all reservoir above it for ( 
the oil. This reservoir contains, tor j 
the size of engine named, two gallons 
and a halt of relined petroleum, being i 
a five or six hours’ supply, the petro­ 
leum being conducted by a pipe to a 
pump, by which 
sm all 
measured 
quantities are injected into the cyl­ 
inder—th a t is, the oil is supplied at 
the rate of about four drops pier revo­ 
lution of the engine, which runs at 
120 revolutions pier minute, and at 
a given point it is ignited 
by means 
of a sm all spirit lam p. 
On its o u t­ 
stroke the piston draws in a charge of 
air and petroleum , and on the return 
stroke it com presses this 
mixture, 
which is exploded as the crank passes 
the back center; the com bustion and 
expansion of the charge.take place at 
the third stroke, the products of com­ 
bustion being driven out at the fourth 
stroke. There is thus one acting stroke 
iii every tour, m otion being continued 
during the other three by m eans of a 
lly wheel. 
V aporization of the petro­ 
leum previous to use does 
not take 
place, the engine using it in its fluid 
condition.

A ll About Tornadoes, 


Two opposite 
a n i contradictor) 
theories exist respecting the violent 
com m otions in tile atm osphere which 
are known to us by the name of tor­ 
nadoes. 
One of these theories—which 
correspond is to the popular belief 
th a t w aterspouts pump 
up 
water 
from the sea—attributes their cause 
to vast current-* of heated air rushing 
upward from the ground tow ard the 
clouds. 
The other theory assigns the 
cause of tornadoes to aerial whirlpools 
and eddies, which, originating in the 
upper regions 
of 
the 
atm osphere, 
stretch downward till they reach tho 
-oil. 
The first theory was supported 
ny Franklin; the ■•econd is the one 
which M. F aye m aintains and which, 
we m ay say, he has fully 
proved. 
First let us take the doctrine of “as­ 
piration” by tornadoes, or of their 
sucking or drawing 
upward things 
lying on the^round. This theory sup­ 
poses 
a lower 
stratum 
of 
warm, 
m oist air to be rising in the atm os­ 
phere. 
W hile so m ount ing it expands, 
cools and abandons a part of its 
m oisture, which takes the form of a 
cloud. 
I; then again becomes warmer, 
in consequence of the neat disengaged 
by the condensation of its 
vapor. 
Being therefore lighter than the sur­ 
rounding medium it will continue to 
m ount. 
On reaching a higher region 
where the air is rarer it will again 
dilate and 
afterward cool, thereby 
giving up another portion of its m ois­ 
ture; and so on, until the process is 
repeated a.-* tar os the lim its of the 
atm osphere. 
According to Mr. Espy, 
the inventor of this theory, the as­ 
cending colum n of air would cause a 
sucking or draft at its foot, much as 
hap[>en.3 in a chimney at the base of 
which a fire is alw ays burning. 
But 
here we fail to discover any reason 
either why the ascending column ot 
air should m ove onward in one direc­ 
tion or another, or why the said col­ 
umn of air should rapidly revolve or 
spin trom right to left. 
Nevertheless, 
these are tw o essential characteristics 
of tornadoes.—AU the Year Round. 


Are Cermet* Beneficial! 
More men die of consumption than wom­ 
en and it has been attempted to explain 
this by supposing that corsets help to 
maintain a healthful condition of the lungs 
because they restrain abdominal breath­ 
ing and compel chest or rib breathing, 
causing a better ventilation of the upper 
portion of the lungs, or those two apices 
of the lungs which might bs called attics 
where dust accumulates and decay begins, 
but if corsets do have any beneficial effect 
in this way it is probably mors than coun­ 
terbalanced by the evil effects of their com­ 
pression of the vital parts below the dia­ 
phragm. The stomach, liver and spleen 
are organs no less important than the 
lungs and to crowd them out of place or 
impair their functions by tight corsets will 
inevitably produce diseases as serious as 
consumption. As there is often a spirit of 
geod in things evil, corsets may not be an 
unmitigated nuisance, and indeed much 
depends upon the style arni how they are 
adjusted, but the more they are so adjust­ 
ed as to compel chest breathing, the more 
certain they 
will be to produce disaster 
somewhere below the chest. The best way 
to induce chest breathing and ventilate 
every portion of the lungs is by rapid ex­ 
ercise or by enforced deep respiration 
practiced once or twice daily.—Dr. Foot s 
Health Monthly.

We tie the culprit who is con­ 
demned to this death to a cross, and 
we commence by cutting off the eye­ 
lids, ears, nose, and so on, ending by 
sticking the knife into the heart. 
The 
cuts vary in number from eight to a 
hundred and tw enty, according to the 
heinousness of the culprit’s crime.” 
“ How m any persons have you ex­ 
ecuted in a day?” 
“I have chopped tw enty heads off 
in tw o m inutes.” 
“Gentlemen, give tw enty cents each 
cum shaw ” (a synonym for the Fgyp- 
tian baksheesh) 
“to the execution­ 
ers,” said the guide, which we gladly 
did, to escape the staring of the head 
butcher’s eye, which had a villainous 
cast; and so ended our interview with 
these high executioners of the great 
Chinese Empire.

The crowd of thieves and gamblers 
following B arrett’s circus which visited 
Brainerd Tuesday last were many in 
number and bold in their robbing opera­ 
tions. 
As a rule this city has more of 
this class of people than is necessary but 
when 
a hundred 
three 
card monte 
workers and men of that stripe are 
dropped into a city in a bunch and who 
proceed at once to fleece boys and men 
who are foolish enough to be deluded by 
their flne talk and promises, patience 
ceases to be a virtue and every m other’s 
son of them should be placed behind tbe 
bars and forced to pay a heavy fine. 
Early Tuesday morning the streets were 
thronged w ith people from all parts of 
the city and county; the gentlemen set 
up their barrels, carriages, etc., from 
which they worked, at the corner of 
Sixth and Front streets. 
The first man 
that attempted to move the little pea 
around under the w alnut shells 
was 
politely told by Sheriff McLaren that be 
could work no such game as that in the 
city, the man showed a license but it 
didn’t work. This started a general 
rustling among the gamblers and during 
tbe parley that followed a half a dozen 
other games were started up. 
These 
were all stopped and sent across tbe 
track into the Second ward, and when 
tbe people in that part began to kick the 
sheriff stopped the whole business and 
quiet reigned for several hours but when 
the show began they staited again and 
were allowed to work the crowd a t in­ 
tervals during the balance of the day. 
The police whose business it was, did 
not interfere with them and the sheriff 
took the m atter into his own hands. 
After this tlie excuse of the chief was that 
the sheriff had taken the m atter out of 
their hands and they would not molest 
the gang at all. 
The police are probably 
not to blame for not hustling every one 
of the gang into the cooler as they were 
working under instructions from the 
Mayor who is at tbe head of the police 
departm ent.

Every good citizen is interested in 
knowing how much noise the law will 
compel him to endure at the hands of 
his neighbors without redress, and 
many citizens who are not good will 
doubtless like to ascertain bow much 
noise they can inflict upon their neigh­ 
bors without fear of punishment. 
Sev­ 
eral 
decisions bearing 
upon 
these 
points have lately been made by the 
courts. 
One broad principle well 
established in the law of noise, both in 
this country and England, curiously 
illustrates the furious bent of our 
Anglo-Saxon nature, and that is the 
sharp 
distinction 
drawn 
between 
money-making noises and those which 
are made in the pursuit of pleasure. 
The law is tender to a steam engine or 
a boiler maker, anti will allow them to 
disturb a whole neighborhood with im­ 
punity, but it is severe upon a brass 
band or a game of skittles. 
The good 
citizens must be very wary alw ut play­ 
ing bowls 
or skittles in populous 
places, The Italians order this m atter 
differently, and restrain blacksmiths, 
boiler m aker-, etc., within somewhat 
close limits as to time anti place,' 
whereas they allow musical rneipy- 
makers to make night hideous or beati 
tiful, as the case may be, without any 
restraint whatever. 
The dog, in English and American 
jurisprudence, stands upon the border 
line, because he may be considered in 
either aspect as kept for use, when a 
watch dog, or for pleasure, when re­ 
garded merely as a companion or an 
ornam ent. 
Here, however, we run 
against another principle of the com­ 
mon law', according to which dogs arc 
privileged per-o h s . 
For instance, it is 
unlawful for a farm er to shoot an­ 
other's dog who has eaten his sheep, 
provided it be the animal’s hest of­ 
fense of that kind; for the dog who is 
young in the ion of sheep-killing ratty 
repent and lead a respectable I if* 
thereafter; bul if he has already been 
convicted of the crime, then it is law­ 
ful to shoot him.

A 
great 
judge, 
Lord 
Ken­ 
yon, held that a dog barking at ni^ht 
is not a nuisance, but it is doubtful if 
(his would Im: considered a good law at 
the present day. 
According to the 
definition given ny one writer, a noise 
is a nuisance when it i- “ unusual, ill- 
timed or deafening." 
This i- plainly 
incorrect, for the noise *>f a nightin­ 
gale in the streets of Boston would be 
“ unusual," but hardly a uui.-anee. 
Some very “ ill-timed ' noises are also, 
in the eye of the law, not nui.-ances. 
Thus it has been held in the ca.--- of 
Pool against Higginson and Daly that 
it is not a nuisance for the parent of 
an infant suffering from colic to trun- 
dle a baby-carriage all night in a 
la rd in g -house over the head of a 
nervous bachelor editor.

naturally productive of actual phys­ 
ical discomfort to persons of ordinary 
sensibilities and of ordinary tastes and 
habits." 
The word- in italics seem to 
imply that sonic persons lik.« more 
vibration than others, and are in the 
habit of “ vibrating" themselves. 
Residents in the Back Ba}- who are 
accustomed to pile-drivers in 
their 
close vicinity may be said to have ac­ 
quired the habit* of vibrating, but we 
doubt if they have any “ taste” for it. 
However this may be, the sum of the 
m atter is that in the interest of trade 
or manufactures you may vibrate or 
deafen your neighbor with few restric­ 
tions, but tliat for purposes of pleasure 
your faculty of noise-making must se­ 
verely be repressed.— Boston Adver­ 
tiser.
